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New principal in 
place by January?

Wilmington High School could 
have a new, permanent principal by 
the middle of January, according to 
Peter Rock, who serves as director 
of administration and finance for 
the Wilmington Public Schools and 
is heading up the search to fill the 
position. 

Last Wednesday, the Wilmington 
School Committee met with Rock to 
discuss the search and the compre- 
hensive schedule he has set up to 
find a replacement for Paul Flem- 
ing, who left the school system in 
September after 11 years as princi- 
pal of WHS. 

After receiving 18 applications 
for the position, a seven-member 
screening committee, comprised of 
three teachers, three parents, and 
one Wilmington High student, nar- 
rowed the search to four viable can- 
didates, Those four candidates have 
been interviewed this week. 

"By Friday we should be able to 
announce the finalists,” stated Rock. 

But from that point on, the 
schedule becomes somewhat tenta- 
tive, and will depend on who the 
final candidates are. 

Next week, a screening committee 
is scheduled to visit the home school 
districts of each candidate. This 
screening process will allow for an 
actual account of how each candi- 
date interacts with his or her super- 
intendent, colleagues, and students 
throughout the course of a given 
school day. 

Throughout the week of Nov. 13, 
each candidate will have an oppor- 
tunity to spend a full day at Wil- 
mington High School to interact 
with the administration, faculty, and 
students there, 

An open forum has also been 
scheduled for that week to allow 
school committee members, teach- 
ers, students, and any other interes- 
ted Wilmington residents to hear 
directly from each candidate during 
a short presentation. Each candi- 
date will speak on their behalf to all 
in attendance, followed by a ques- 
tion and answer session involving 
anyone who wishes to participate. 


The open forum has been sched- 
uled for Nov. 14 and 15 at the 
Wilmington High School Library. 
Each forum will begin at 7:00, 
allowing for two candidates to be 
heard each night - one at 7:00 and a 
second at 8:00. 

After listening to Rock's inter- 
viewing schedule, school committee 
member Robert Young commented 
about the committe's limited in- 
volvement in the screening process. 

Young seemed displeased that the 
committee would be unable to inter- 
act with the candidates before the 
dates on which the open forums will 
take place. Young suggested that 
the. committee be involved in the 
process immediately in order to 
have the first crack at each candi- 
date. 

"I want these people to come in 
front of this school committee. I 
want it televised, and I want it 
public,” stated Young. 


Young later presented each com- 
mittee member with copies of a pro- 
posal that he had written regarding 
the search. 

Young's proposal included the 
suggestions that the school commit- 
tee have initial contact with the can- 
didates, and that each committee 
member be allowed to present 
Superintendent Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell with his or her "unbind- 
ing” suggestions as to which candi- 
dates should be considered for the 
principalship. 

Despite Young's proposal, the 
interviewing process will remain as 
presented by Rock. 

"I would expect that before 
Thanksgiving, we [the interviewers, 
school committee, and Wilmington 
residents] will have done our job. 
Then it will be in the superin- 
tendent's hands." stated Rock. 

O'Donnell will ultimately make 
the decision of who will become the 
next principal of Wilmington High 
School. 

Rock concluded by stating that if 
the process goes smoothly, the posi- 
tion should be filled somewhere 
close to the middle of January.

WILMINGTON, MASS.

Wilmington residents can now 
punch in 911 on their telephones 
and have immediate access to police, 
fire or ambulance in the case of an 
emergency, 

As of last Wednesday, the Wil- 
mington Police Department went 
on-line with 911 service, receiving 
an extensive overall communica- 
tions overhaul in the process. 

“This brings us up to the 90's, at 
least in the area of communica- 
tions," Deputy Chief of Police Ber- 
nard Nally said Tuesday. "The re- 
source of being able to know where 
a call is coming from is just an 
unbelievable ability." 

Nally's second comment high- 
lights the most compelling feature 
of the 911 service. If a person in 
distress can push those numbers, 
police can locate that person. If a 
person can dial but can't speak, or 
pushes the buttons and drops the 
phone, police will know where that 
person is. 

"That comes in handy in domestic 
situations," Nally continued. "If all 
(a victim] is able to do is dial 911 
and hang up, we can respond. We 
might save a life, we might prevent 
an injury. It's something we should 
have had years ago.” 

All emergency calls will go direct- 
ly to the police station, with calls for 
fire engines or ambulances being 
rerouted to the fire department 
Calls from hearing impaired resi 
dents.can also be handled with the 
department's new equipment, which 
features a teletyper. 

The system, which records on tape 
and paper every phone call received 
by the department, involves a lot of 
hardware, including seven printers. 
The hefty tab was picked up by the 
state with NYNEX supplying most 
of the equipment. Nally said that 
funds from 411 information calls 
are being used to pay for the state- 
wide, multi-million dollar 911 pro- 
ject. 

Wilmington went on-line with 
Reading, North Reading and 
Billerica, the latter serving as a 
backup for Wilmington. If all 
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this shows

Wilmington's 911 lines are tied up, 
calls will be fielded by Billerica 
Police. 

Calls are taped on 24-hour reels 
and stored for one month with the 
tape reels then being recycled, Nally 
said. If a particular call is note 
worthy, involves controversy, such 
as a complaint against a police 
officer, or might prove useful for 
any reason, it can be readily dubbed 
onto a standard audio cassette and 
kept permanently 

With the system in place and the 
department working to remove any 
remaining bugs, police are now 
beginning to publicize the service. 
Safety Officer Bob Shelley has been 
visiting local schools, informing 
youngsters how the system works 
and when to use it. Shelley will also 
be showing introductory 911 videos 
geared for different age groups to 


students. Those videos will be 
shown on WCTV as well 

The publicity campaign includes 
the distribution of posters, buttons 
and refrigerator magnets and car- 
rics a theme of "Save a Life, Stop a 
Crime, Report a Fire," 

Those three basic tenets offer a 
good guide for all residents in-using 
the new service. 

"The 911 set-up is strictly for 
emergencies,” Nally stressed. "We 
won't accept non-emergency calls 
on 911," 

Calls on the 911 line cannot be 
transferred, and callers that are not 
deemed to be reporting emergencies 
will be asked to call back on the 
department's business line. 

Nally-said the department is aware 
that a lot of people have and will be 
testing the system out to see if it 


works. It does. Police will be send- 
ing out cruisers to all addresses 
from which 911 calls originate, 
regardless of if the person simply 
hangs up or not. The logic? Police 
may know where the call is coming 
from, but they can't know what, if 
anything, is wrong. So they will 
check them all. 

"We will send a cruiser, unless we 
can be assured everything is all 
right,” Nally stated, 

Nally said pay phones, which will 
accommodate 911 calls free of 
charge, pose a particular problem 
with testers or pranksters, but was 
hopeful that such people would tire 
of that game before long 

"When [the 911 line) rings that 
takes priority over everything," 
Nally said. "A [phony] call puts 
officers in the wrong place for a 
real alarm or just ties people up.” 


Getting Wilmington on the Web

When Jim Murray wanted a quick, 
efficient way advertise, exchange 
business cartié and gather informa- 
tion, all without leaving his Ameri- 
can Insurance Agency office at the 
Colonial Park Mall, he came up 
with the Wilmington Web. 

Wilmington Web does not refer to 
the town's traffics or even its 
politics, though both are a part of it 
- it's a local version of the World 
Wide Web, and with it, Murray is 
helping ignite Wilmington into 
cyberspace. 

"The idea was that with the 
internet becoming so popular, we 
wanted the ability to do some adver- 
tising and get some information," 
Murray said. 

Though still in its infancy, the 
Wilmington Web, which Murray 
began work on last month, current- 
ly contains information on the 
American Insurance Agency and 
Cellular Security Connection - a 
Tewksbury company - plus the 
Internal Revenue Service, the 
Wilmington Police Department and 
the Wilmington Town Hall. 

In the works are pages from the 
Town Crier and real estate listings. 
Shawsheen Tech should also soon 
have a page on the Wilmington 
Web, containing, in addition to 
items of strictly local interest, a 
listing of the Congressional record 
and other legislative news. 
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while also checking out the latest 
news on the Boston professional 
sports teams, MCA/Universal Stu-

Miceli fights for 
higher education 

Rep. Miceli and members of the 
House who are dedicated to 
improving the quality of education 
in the Commonwealth overrode 
Governor Weld's veto to include a 
budgetary increase for higher 
education. The Governor cut $19.2 
million of the proposed $24 million 
to improve 31 state colleges and 
universities. 

This action prompted Rep. Miceli 
and his colleagues to successfully 
override the veto in order to 
reinstate the funding. 

"Education is absolutely one of my 
legislative priorities, and I will not 
waiver on this issue," said Miceli. 
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The Wilmington public schools 
will be piloting an enrichment 
program at the North Intermediate. 
The goal of the program will be to 
provide a structured enrichment 
rogram which will enhance the 
academic and social emotional 
development of middle school 
students. Activities for the middle 
school students will be geared to 
meet the interests of this age 
bracket. Structured experiences in 
academic enrichment, art, physical 
education, recreation, computer and 
homework support are planned. 
The location of this program will be 


at the North Intermediate School. 
The hours will be 2:05 to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday, Tuesday and Thursday. 
Students presently attending the 
North Intermediate are eligible to 
attend. 

The tuition fee for the middle 
school program is a flat monthly fee 
based on two or three day weekly 
attendance, The daily fee is $8. 
Students are required to attend a 
minimum of two or three days each 
week. The tuition rates will be listed 
on a monthly invoice. There is a 20 
percent discount for the second 


child in the same family. 

There is a non-refundable deposit 
of $10 for each student at the time 
of registration. An invoice will be 
sent home each month with the 
tuition due for the following month, 
Payment may be made at the North 
Intermediate School or the 
Wildwood School. Checks will be 
made payable to Wilmington 
Extended Day Program.

Tired of bucking school vacation 
crowds every Christmas near your 
Florida vacation home?

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Government that 
prefers secrecy 
requires the press

This reporter learned an important lesson this week. 

Quite simply: Never let public officials know their secrets have been 
compromised unless you can make heads roll. I made a mistake by letting 
the Tewksbury selectmen know I'd found some of their top-secret papers 
last week, Oops. 

For Wilmington readers who didn't see last week's Tewksbury edition of 
the Town Crier, here's the scoop: Last Tuesday, this scribe found dozens of 
pages blowing around in Tewksbury town center shortly before midnight. 
Curious by nature, I stopped. The first page I picked up told me that I'd 
made a major discovery, especially for a member of the press. 

It seems that one of the selectmen left his meeting binder on top of his car 
before driving off, and the book and it's contents were now scattered all 
over the town square. I scooped up a stack of papers, and of course I read 
them; no reporter would pass up such a chance. 

Most of the papers were redundant, covering the same topics that came 
up for discussion during the televised portion of the selectmen's meeting. 
But some few pages dealt with "Executive Session” (closed door) topics. 
What a find! The press and the public never get to see what the selectmen 
discuss in secret. Selectmen are required to provide a description of their 
closed-door topics, but they offer only the barest of mentions, such as 
"threatened litigation" or "AFSCME contract” and that's it. 

I was excited by the find, perhaps too much, and I wrote a light-hearted 
front page piece last week crowing over what I'd found. Tactical blunder 
on my part. On Tuesday night, the selectmen told their TV viewers exactly 
what they thought about my actions, and my integrity. 

To Joan Dunlevy: If I had no integrity, I'd be up in the balcony of town 
hall during every Executive Session, listening from above, Look up next 
time you're in the town manager's office -- that's an accoustical ceiling up 
there, and it doesn't block sound very well. I have never used that litle 
quirk in the construction of town hall, out of basic respect. Surprised? 

To answer Selectman Pete Hanson: if the papers I'd found had been the 
Ieast bit personal, I would have returned them to Selectman Gill that night. 
Instead, every one of the papers dealt with town business, not Mister Gill's 
private life. It's a professional flaw, I know, but I happen to respect other 
for people's privacy. None of those papers were addressed to Mister Gill. 

Based upon the ethics of journalism as I learned them, the public has a 
God-given right to know every little thing their government docs, period. 
Secrecy be damned -- the public must know. That does not mean that I try 
to upset the town's applecart at every tum. That would be an abuse of the 
power of the press, and stupid to boot. But it does mean that I decide what 
the public should know when I learn a secret, not the government. I cannot 
respect any governmental primacy regarding secrets, whatsoever. 

The state's Open Meeting Law (M.G.L. Chapter 39, section 23) states that 
Executive Session may be used to discuss a very limited list of topics where 
public disclosure might prove harmful to the town. Note the phrase "may 
be used.” Secrecy is not mandatory, but in Tewksbury it's the Game of the 
Week. Home viewers see the selectmen go into executive session virtually 
every week, with the boilerplate pronouncement that no further business 
will be conducted in open session, so thank you and good night. 

But the meeting doesn't end there. Not by a long shot. 

The public, in fact, has never been told just how much time Tewksbury 
selectmen spend behind closed doors every week. The duration varies, but 
two hours is common and three hours may pass if union contracts are on 
the table. Therefore, it is no exaggeration to state that half of the weekly 
Tewksbury selectmen's meeting is held behind closed:doors. 

More surprising still, not one page of the minutes taken during Executive 
Sessions have ever been released, in my nine-plus years on the job. The 
selectmen routinely vote to approve the wording of the minutes, but they 
have never voted to release a single word of their secret discussions, about 
any topic, to best of my knowledge. Tewksbury selectmen keep secrets 
from the public, and the secrets are kept forever. Even the United States 
military eventually declassifies its secret materials, But not Tewksbury. 

Do Tewksbury selectmen prefer secrecy to "open" government? Try this 
example, from this week's board meeting: 

Thomas Hoar, a member of the Tewksbury Conservation Commission, is 
on the hot seat. Neighbors opposed to a proposed housing development on 
Rogers Street submitted a letter to selectmen alleging that Hoar violated the 
conflict of interest law over votes he cast while on the commission. The 
Rogers Street group claims that Hoar's voting record would support their 
charges, and they asked to have the controversy aired this week. 

The Tewksbury selectmen had a choice: They could discuss the charges 
in the open, or in secret. Town Counsel Charles Zaroulis pointed out that 
the subject could ask to have the case discussed in public, but he could not 
demand secrecy. Only the selectmen could decide upon secrecy, if they so 
wished. Any guesses how they voted? 

Selectman Kevin Anderson cast the only vote for a public airing of the 
charges against Hoar. The other four members voted to close the door. 

Now, since Tewksbury never releases secrets, it is very probable that all 
discussion of Thomas Hoar's voting record will never come to light, unless 
the state steps in and issues a finding, or if the press pieces together the 
story from scattered sources, The selectmen, if they hold to their current 
tradition, will never release the minutes of this week's deliberations. This 
reporter knows, from years of practice, that questions about a closed-door 
topic result in an immediate "no comment" from selectmen and the town 
manager. Hoar's case just fell off the public radar screen. Why? 

Let's try a little speculation here: If I were to unearth .., say ... a town 
official's embezzlement of public funds, would I be unethical for failing to 
keep the information secret? And if I uncovered a secret document that 
pointed to an official coverup of the wrongdoing, would I then have “no 
integrity" for refusing to quietly return the document to the town? 

Last week, this reporter had a rare chance to lift the selectmen's veil of 
secrecy. The discovery of the selectman's meeting book last week gave rise 
to two stories on the front page last week, both under my by-line. The story 
about the lawsuit against the town contained a profound mistake, for which 
I apologize most sincerely to the police department. I would rather not 
compound the error by describing it again here. 

The second story, about finding the book in the middle of Main Street, 
contained another large mistake: I should have kept my discovery a secret. 
I never should have let a board addicted to secrets know that the press had 
the goods. Instead of giggling aloud, I should have photocopied every page 
and dropped the book on the sidewalk, then used the material judiciously 
over the weeks to come, Next time I'll know better. 

The papers have been returned, without photocopying, and I promised an 
apology to Selectman Joe Gill, who lost the book. I will keep that promise. 

I am truly sorry that I found the book, Joe. The stress I've endured since 
my "lucky find" can't possibly do my health or blood pressure any good, 
least of all being blasted by selecumen for doing my job and holding to the 
traditions and ethics of my trade. I also know you've been under personal 
stress, so believe me when I say my prayers go out to you and your family. 
T've been there, as you well know. 

I apologize for hauling Mister Gill into the public light in an unflattering 
manner. Losing the book was a pure accident on his part, and I hope I 
didn't embarass him by finding it. 

But everything in that book was, and still is, the business of the people of 
Tewksbury. Everything in that book affects the town and its people, not Joe 
Gill as an individual, and I maintain to the end that the public has a right to 
know what their government is doing, secrets be damned.

Proposition circumvention 


Dear Larz: 

Proposition 2 1/2 was voted into 
effect as law to protect property 
owners from cities and towns rais- 
ing the property taxes, 

Now cities and towns have found a 
way to circumvent Proposition 2 
1/2, They borrow money against 
property taxes, raise your taxes (for 
only 20 years per project), and tell 
you they have not raised your pro- 
perty taxes! 

In October, 1994, Tewksbury vot- 
ers approved borrowing $2 million 
for a new police station. Now, in 
November, Tewksbury wants two 
more approvals to borrow more 
money to raise taxes (for only 20 
more years).

The GQ Johnny, part Il 
Wilmington veteran reflects on his harrowing World Il story 


This is a continuation of the story 
oftthe USS Johnston, the GQ Johnny 
as‘her crew called her. Lloyd Huber 
of Wilmington was a survivor of the 
heroic battle described in these two 
episodes, 


The Johnston was a mess. Dead 
men were on deck and there were 
gaping holes from the 14 inch 
shells, Our captain was standing 
bare headed and bare chested. The 
hair on his chest was singed and 
blood was gushing from where two 
fingers had been shot away. Shell 
fragments had ripped at his neck 
and face. 

The doctor rushed to his aid but 
the skipper waved him <way, saying 
"Don't bother me now. Help some 
of those guys who are hurt." He then 
wrapped a handkerchief around the 
stumps of his fingers and carried 
on. 

In three minutes we were pre- 
pared to carry on the best we could 
on one engine and half power. 

The USS Johnston had her share of 
heroes. Men lost their lives trying to 
save shipmates from compartments 
filled with scalding steam. Others 
passed ammunition until water rose 
0 their necks, Warrant Machinist 

larley Polk took a heavy wrench 
and swam under a grating into a 
Hark flooded compartment, below 
Hecks, trying to shut off a leak. The 

hip, just then took additional hits, 
dislodging machinery that fell on 

im and trapped him. Polk ordered 
Bhipmates to leave, and the water 
rose slowly over his head. 

At 7:50 a.m., Admiral Sprague 
prdered the "small boy" destroyers 
fo make a torpedo attack. Obviously 
hat could not mean the Johnston, 
for we had no more torpedoes and 

ith one engine we couldn't keep up 

ith orders. The USS Johnston most 
ertainly could have retired with 
onors. Three destroyers swished 

y us. 

We went in, dodging salvos and 
joing our blasting. The other ships 
jad gotten off their torpedoes and as 

e turned to retire after them we 
Josed our range to within 6,000 
ards of the leading Japanese 
ruiser, and we pumped 10 shells 
into her. 

We had taken the worst the enemy 
jad to offer, and we were still alive. 
At 8:10 a.m. we had another 
paralyzing experience - and it was 
upplied by one of our destroyers. 

We were coming out of a heavy 
moke stream and we suddenly saw 

e U.S.S, Herman, only 200 yards 
way, headed straight for us on a 

llision course. 

Our skipper bellowed "All engines 
jack full!” That meant, for the USS 
phnston, one engine, and with that 

e couldn't do much more than to 
low down. 

Lt. Hagen, on the bow, couldn't 

¢ much water - only the Herman 

hope we don't batter her up too 
uch!" was his thought as our bow 
pinted directly at the bridge of the 
her vessel.

|As soon as possible we resumed all 
pssible speed. There was a lot of 

oke.

In 40 seconds we got off 30 
bunds, at least 15 of which hit the 
pagoda superstructure.

That Japanese battleship belched 
out a few 14 inch shells at us but, 
thank God, they registered only 
clean misses! 

The USS Johnston was now headed 
southwest, several miles astern of 
our main force. On our port (left) 
quarter was a Japanese cruiser and 
battleship force. On our starboard 
were the Japanese destroyers, pour- 
ing out their steel at us. The leading 
ships were within 12,000 yards of 
us. 

At 8:30 we observed that the USS 
Gambier Bay was under fire from a 
big Japanese cruiser. Commander 
Evans gave Lt. Hagen the most 
courageous order: "Commence 
firing on that cruiser, Hagen," he 
said. "Draw her fire on us and away 
from the Gambier Bay!" 

"Aye, aye sir!" said Hagen, and 
then under his breath, "Surely you 
jest." A crippled "tin can" engaging 
in a deliberate slugging match with 
a heavy cruiser! 

We closed to 6,000 yards and 

scored five hits. The Japanese 
commander reacted with a monu- 
mental mistake. He ignored us 
completely and concentrated on the 
sinking of th® Gambier Bay. He 
could have sunk us both. And, by 
permitting us to escape, he made it 
possible for us to interfere a few 
minutes later with a destroyer 
torpedo attack that might have 
annihilated our little force. 
, When, at 8:40 a.m., our captain 
saw seven Japanese destroyers 
closing in rapidly on the carriers, he 
broke off the futile battle with the 
cruiser, He took on the destroyers, 
alone. Commander Evans out 
fought them as long as he could 

They were sleek, streamlined 
Terursuki class vessels, out 
matching us in tonnage and weight, 
but not in marksmanship. Crippled 
as we were, we could have been 
duck soup, and we were taking hits, 
but we were giving back better than 
we received, 

We scored 12 devastating hits on 
the Japanese destroyer leader. She 
quit, and retired from the fight 
Then we concentrated on the second 
destroyer and got five hits. Then a 
most amazing thing happened 

Instead of coming in for the kill, 
all six remaining Japanese destroy- 
ers broke off battle and began fol- 
lowing their vanishing leaders, 
away from the scene! When they 
were out of gun range they launched 
their torpedo attacks. All their fish 
went wild. This was about 9:30 a.m 

Apparently the Japanese admiral 
got his wind up and decided he must 
retreat or face annihilation. If he 
had possessed one tenth the courage 
of our skipper he would have fought 
his destroyers five minutes longer 
and scored some real victories. 
Commander Evans was so elated he 
could hardly talk. 

But there was more fighting to do 
GQ Johnny's number was-about up. 
At9 a.m. the Gambier Bay was lost, 
while we were fighting desperately 
to keep the destroyers and cruisers, 
which were closing in from 
torpedoing the five surviving 
carriers. At 9:10 a.m. we had taken 
a hit that knocked out one forward 
gun and damaged the other. Fires 
had broken out. One of our 40 mm 
lockers was hit. The bridge had 
been rendered untenable by the fires 
and explosions. Commander Evans 
was forced to shift his command to 
the stern of the ship, the fantail. 

Suddenly, the top hatch (to the 


steering engine room) was thrown 
open. It felt good to have fresh air 
and daylight flowing in. When we 
took our first hits at 7:30 a.m., 
knocking out all power back aft, we 
had no ventilation. Commander 
Evans was laying the wounded on 
the top deck and yelling his steering 
orders to us, below. 

To change the course of the ship 
(steer) had become a manual 
process. Two large crank handles 
were one on each side of the huge 
machine which pumped up the 
hydraulic power for steering. 
Whenever our captain gave orders 
to change course we would pump 
like hell so that the helmsman on the 
steering wheel up on the bridge, and 
the one back after (for emergency 
use only) could move the huge 
rudder. 

This procedure had been kept up 
from 7:30 to 9:45 a.m., when the 
orders were given to abandon ship. 
Every 15 minutes another group of 
four would take over, while (in my 
group) three others and I would rest 
from exhaustion 

Meanwhile, back at the gun 
director, Lt. Hagen and his crew 
were having their troubles. Smoke 
filled the area. Their eyes streamed, 
they coughed and choked as they 
carried out their duties, knowing 
that all the gallantry and guts in the 
world could not save us now. 

There were, two Japanese cruisers 
on our port side, another two 
cruisers ahead of us, and several 
destroyers on our starboard side 
The battleships, which were astern 
of us, had fortunately turned coy. 
We desperately traded shots, first 
with one group and then another. 

We knew we couldn't survive, but 
we figured that help for the carriers 
must be on the way. Every minute's 
delay might count. 

By 9:30 a.m. we were going dead 
in the water. Even the Japanese 
could not miss us. Our lone engine 
and fire room were knocked out 
We had lost all power. The skipper 
knew we were finished. 

At 9:45 a.m. he gave the saddest 
order a captain can give: "Abandon 
ship.” 

I put on my life jacket as I climbed 
the ladder from the Aft Steering to 
topside, going up through the small 
hatch. This was my first time on 
topside since 7 a.m., when orders 
had been given - “All hands to Battle 
Stations!" a isa nai 

It was hard to believe the damage 
to our ship. The structure was torn 
apart, as though it had been a tin can 
with a fire cracker placed under it 
There were holes big enough to 
walk through in the ship's steel. The 
radar, the mast and the bridge were 
gone. Only the hull was left. Men 
were being hauled out of the engine 
room and the fire room by @ hoist. 
They had been cooked to death 
instantly, frozen in the last pose they 
had. Fire hoses were all over the 
place. I looked out, over the sea 
The Japanese ships had us in a 
circle, 

No words can describe the feeling 
of abandoning a ship which was our 
home just two days short of a year. 

| jumped into the sea, not knowing 
what lay ahead. Looking back at this 
moment, | should have jumped into 
the water while seamen with knives 
cut loose a life raft and let it float to 
me. It was raining, and the sea was 
getting rough. I swam frantically to 
the life raft. I was vomiting up 
green bile. The guys already on the

raft were yelling "Lloyd, don't give 
up!" Finally, thank God, I made it. 

A Japanese destroyer peeled from 
their circle and headed in our 
direction. Our raft was in a direct 
line between that ship and our's. | 
wanted to get out of my life jacket, 
in case the Japanese crew was 
waiting by the guns for their captain 
to give orders to kill us. Throwing 
tin cans, and hollering, they were so 
close to us.that I could see the whites 
of their teeth. Thank God they did 
not pick us up and take us prisoner. 
By the rules of sea warfare they 
should have. 

At 10:10 a.m., on the 25th of 
October, 1944 the USS Johnston 
rolled over and began to sink. The 
Japanese destroyer pumped a final 
shot into her, to be certain that she 
would go down. A survivor saw the 
Japanese captain salute our ship as 
she went down. 

Our first survivors meeting was 
held in Alexandria, Minnesota, in 
1982. As each new face showed up, 
1 would describe the particular 
picture | remembered. One of our 
shipmates was holding an empty 
ammunition can with his hands and 
arms out of the water because they 
were burned. He remembered that 
he held my head out of the water 
with the aid of the ammunition can 
because, he said, I had passed out. 

Apparently, from sheer exhaus- 
tion while on the ship, pumping like 
hell to move the rudder, plus the 
injuries sustained, when you are 
trying to save your life, you do not 
take time to take any inventories of 
injuries while still on the ship. In 
addition, as I was informed by my 
former shipmates, after we were 
picked up, the Aft Steering Room 
was taking on water. Those of us 
who were in the Aft Steering Room 
were too busy performing our 
duties to be aware of this. 

1 came to sometime after dark, to 

the sounds from other rafts nearby, 
of persons asking for water, or 
saying "I'm going topside to get 
water." If anyone had allowed 
themselves to sip the salt water long 
enough, it would eventually taste 
like fresh water. | remembered 
from my “boot training” to never 
drink the water if you had to 
abandon ship. It would eventually 
taste like fresh water and kill you 
So I did my best to keep from being 
tempted. 
‘The toon was going in and out'of 
the clouds. One moment while the 
moon was out I caught a glimpse of 
a fin coming towards our raft - and 
all hell broke out. The only defense 
was to kick in the water. This kept 
up all night 

The raft was about six feet square, 
made of large cork, along the outer 
edge, covered with a material and 
painted gray, and suspended inside 
with a rope netting. 

The seriously wounded were 
inside the raft. A group hung 
around the outside, and another 
group hung onto the first, then 
another group hanging onto the 
second group. It was like playing 
Russian Roulette, with the sharks. 
One survivor was bitten twice, but 
the shark let him go. He was one of 
the lucky ones, for he showed us 
afterward the sets of teeth prints. 

One survivor was beating his fist 
on our heads as he went around 
outside the raft. When he got to me | 
tried to prevent him from hitting 
Craven, a fellow electrician who 
had taken shrapnel to the throat

which had torn off flesh, exposing 
his vocal chord. This fellow pulled 
me away from the raft and pushed 
me under. It seemed like hours, as I 
was trying to get my head back 
above water. Fellow shipmates 
gathered around to protect me from 
being pushed down again. To this 
day | will not let my head go under 
water. 

That first night we took one sip of 

fresh water from a wooden keg. By 
the time it got to the 40th survivor 
the water was gone. 

And on that first night we saw a 
silhouette of a ship on the horizon. 
We took a vote whether or not to 
shoot a flare into the air. We did not 
for fear it was a Japanese ship. Our 
executive officer was with us, that 
first night, giving directions to steer 
our raft towards land 

The next morning there were only 
20 left. The executive officer was 
gone. One fellow who had been 
bitten by the shark, losing a large 
chunk of his flesh, had drowned 
himself. 

One of our planes flew over us the 
second day. We threw dye into the 
water and hollered as loud as we 
could. He dipped his wing, as if 
acknowledging that he saw us, but 
all hope faded that night. 

By the second day our life jackets 
had become so water logged that we 
had to rip them off, for fear they 
would pull us under. 

During that first night, with all the 
kicking in the water to scare away 
the sharks, we lost all our 
provisions, including. medicals 
(morphine). Tf*only we"had 
morphine, we might have been able 
to savé the man who had been bitten. 
The pain must have been 
unbearable. 

On the second day we were so 
hungry that if a fish had swum by 
and we were able to catch it, we 
would have eaten it raw. During the 
second night those of us who were 
still left tried to get inside the small 
raft. The last one in would always 
unbalance the raft. Over it would 
go. 
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We would have to jump out as the 
raft turned over, We would turn the 
raft rightside up, and after several 
attempts we eventually got into the 
raft. We managed to get some sound 
sleep and I remember having my 
first nightmare, dreaming that the 
raft was on fire. 

The second night it rained a little 
before we got to sleep. There was 
nothing but our mouths and our 
hands to catch the fresh water. 

The third morning we were still 
trying desperately to get our raft to 
the shore, which was miles and 
miles away. A small ship, an LCI, 
went by our raft. 

They threw us a net rope over the 
side of the ship, so we could climb 
on board. As we saw this small ship 
coming toward us, all 20 of us 
bowed our heads in prayer and gave 
our thanks to the Lord for saving 
us, And, even as they were picking 
us up they started shooting at a 
Japanese plane overhead. 

My thoughts were: "You're not 
going to leave me here." I climbed 
up the net and collapsed on deck. | 
was helped to a bunk bed, They gave 
me water and told me not to drink 
too fast 

It felt so good to lay down. Our 
rescue ship had been out looking for 
us, and was on its way back when it 
came upon us. 

We had been in the water for 56 
hours 


Including the captain, 185 men, 
more than half the crew of the USS 
Johnston, lost their lives during the 
battle. In recognition over the 
years, the GQ Johnny, its captain 
and crew have received many 
honors, including the following: 

* The Bronze Star - awarded to 
Captain Evans for meritorious 
achievement in action against a 
Japanese submarine 16 May 1944. 

* Congressional Medal of Honor, 
the nation’s highest award, to 
Captain Evans for this naval battle, 
which has been called the greatest 
and fiercest sea battle in the world. 
The crew takes great pride in 
sharing this honor, 

+ A Presidential Unit Citation was 
given to officers and crew for 
extraordinary heroism in action 

of the Japa- 

+A Philippine Republic Presiden- 

tial Unit citation badge was awarded 
to all serving on the Johnston, 

+The U.S. government erected a 
battle monument in the Philippines 
in memory of the battle in which the 
Johnston was sunk, 

+ Friday, 5 June 1992, the U.S. 
Navy dedicated Ernest E. Evans 
Hall at Surface Warfare Officers 
School Command Training Center, 
Newport R.I., in honor of Com- 
mander Evans and his valiant crew.

Over-wintering plants, indoors and out 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 

The last few days were spent 
digging up plants to over-winter 
indoors. This would usually be done 
a few weeks earlier, but the late 
frost allowed many annuals to keep 
blooming. It is November now, all 
of my bulbs have been planted and 
mild frosts have taken the glow off 
of the last few marigolds and red 
salvia. 

There are only a few annuals that 
are truly worth over-wintering. 
Most ornamental annuals have root 
systems that are very fine and 
therefore dry out quickly. But thick 
rooted plants including geraniums 
and tender bulbs can be taken 
indoors and stored until late winter 
or early spring. 

Tender bulbs including dahlias, 
cannas, gladiolas, oxalis and 
ranunculus need to be dug, laid in 
the sun to dry and stored indoors 
for the winter. I have the best 
Success storing these dry bulbs in a 
warm spot (where the temperature 
will not go below 35°F) in the 
garage. Dust each bulb with a 
garden fungicide and place them in 
a labeled paper bag. 

Those beautiful geraniums 
(pelargoniums) that bloomed all 
summer are also fading. The easiest 
way to store them is to dig them up, 
shake off the soil, trim off the leaves 
and throw them all into a cardboard 
box. This may sound drastic, but the 
thick stems and basal roots are 
hardy enough to withstand four 
months in a frost free ina 
* cfosed- box. Inf late’ Febraary’ 
just repot them and wait for new 
shoots to appear.

Use the geranium cuttings to 
propagate new plants now. Just trim 
away all but the top two leaves from 
a three inch segment of stem. Cut 
the base of each cutting to just below 
the lowest leaf joint. Dip the cutting 
in rooting hormone and insert the 
Cuttings into moist, sterile soil mix. 
This is a great window sill project 
for the children. They can. water 
and tend their cuttings all winter 
and plant their own geranium 
garden in the spring. Cuttings can 
also be rooted from impatiens and 
coleus. 

The plant that I always store for 
winter is that wonderful creeping, 
variegated vinca (Vinca major) that 
cascades from every pot and 
window box. Simply dig them up, 
trim them back to about six inches 
and repot them in fresh soil. (I stick 
all of mine together in one big 
plastic pot.) Store the pot in a frost 
free garage spot until February, but 
remember to water them once a

month. In late winter I split each 
plant into two or three and repot 
each division, 


Some of my hardy 
chrysanthemums were fading in 
pots on the porch. Last weekend I 
split them and planted them in my 
vegetable garden and mulched them 
with leaves for the winter, When 
they emerge in spring I will 
transplant them into flower bed 
locations. 

Over-wintering plants and bulbs is 
penny wise. But more importantly it 
helps to keep us in touch with our 
history. It was only a generation ago 
that nearly everyone saved seed, 
grew new plants from cuttings and 
understood basic horticultural 
propagation practices...they had to. 
In this ‘age of mass commercial 
propagation, saving plants through 
the winter can keep one looking 
forward to spring and backward 
into history.

An amazing critter, the deer. 

Hunters know deer, Farmers and 
orchard owners know deer, too. 
But people who see only a "cute" 
animal don't know anything about 
the reality of deer. 

Why are deer hunted? For one 
thing, they are impossible to dom- 
esticate. Deer cannot be raised on a 
"deer farm" because of how they 
act in the fall. When the "rutting" 
(mating) season is underway, deer 
become unpredictable and violent. 
There have been instances of deer 
goring humans to death during the 
rut. Yes, little "Bambi" may try to 
ram his antlers through your liver, 
just because you stood between him 
and his girlfriend. 

Without domestication, deer must 
be left to run wild. Fine, let them 
own the woods. Except for a tiny, 
little problem: Deer are prolific. 

Because of their mating habits, it 
is nearly guaranteed that each and 
every doe will be pregnant before 
the end of January. If you happen 
to see a deer without antlers around 
this time of year, say "Hi, Mom!" 

Game biologists have noted that a 
deer herd increases by 12 percent 
per year under normal conditions. 
So, this year there are 100 deer in 
your neighborhood, next year there 
are 112, and the year after that you 
have 125.4 deer. 

And it takes a 
lot of food to feed that many deer. 
Where will the food come from?

Ask any farmer, or orchardman, 
what deer eat, They know, only too 
well, what deer do to their crops. 

Ever see what happens when a 
10-pound woodchuck slips under 
the garden fence? There's not much 
garden left when the ‘chuck is done. 
And that's just one woodchuck. 

Now imagine a 150-pound wood- 
chuck in your garden, Overnight, 
your garden turns into a sandbox. 
But remember, we've got 125.4 of 
these monster woodchucks looking 
of dinner. Oh, sure, deer nibble on 
twigs and underbrush ,and they're 
not in the farmer's field all day, but 
when a deer herd descends upon a 
cornfield, goodbye Mister Corn. 

On the other hand, deer don't stop 
breeding simply because there is no 
food. Deer will continue to breed, 
and breed, and breed, until winter 
comes and starvation cuts down the 
herd. Proven stuff. They'll starve, 
by the hundreds, if the "carrying 
capacity" of the land is exceeded. 

If the thought of starving deer is 
painful, that's too bad. It happens. 
People who scream at hunters and 
slash their tires apparently prefer 
to have deer endure a slow death 
from starvation, rather than a quick 
slug to the heart.

AGENT REPRESENTATION - BUYER OR SELLER?

Realtors have traditionally represented the sellers, 
who paid the entire brokerage fees from their proceeds from the sale. (However, the 
«J buyers often felt that they were the ones actually paying the fees, since it is included 
in the price of the house.) While agents were required to treat buyers honestly and 
fairly, their fiduciary responsibility remained with the sellers. To avotd misunder- 
standings, many cities or states have adopted requirements regarding disclosure. And 
consumer demand has created many new options for buyers who want representation 
of their own. Whatever the customs in your area, be sure to ask questions and have 
a clear understanding of your relationship to the Realtors who are showing you 
property. Communicate clearly about your expectations and their responsibilities 


before you begin your search for a house.

The survey found that this 
age group was treated the most 
by podiatrists, and the most 
medication was prescribed for 
this group. Twenty percent of 
respondents between the ages of 
65 and 69 received prescriptions 
for foot ailments, half again the 
percentage for the adult popula- 
tion at large.Foot pain often. is 
the result of increased activity, 
but the 65 to 69 year olds were 
the least active of all Americans 
surveyed. The U.S. National 
Center for Health Statistics 
notes one of the leading causes 
of activity limitation in older 
people is impairment of the 
lower extremities.

Reading Fire Departments have 
applied for a joint $30,000 state 
Student Awareness of Fire 
Education (S.A.F.E.) grant. 

The grant money, according 
to the “Independent,” would be 
used to purchase a $20,000 ‘fire 
safety house’ trailer to be used 
by both communities in their 
present school programs and 
other fire safety events. If 
approved, the grant would make 
Stoneham and Reading two of a 
handful of communities to have 
access to such a trailer.

revention course, the trailer is 
brought to various schools for 
hands-on instruction.

It's true that roses are among 
the hardiest inhabitants of a 
garden and patio planters. But, 
in cold winter regions, they still 
need protection from alternating 
freezes and thaws that can dam- 
age or weaken vulnerable 
plants. 

The first task is to discourage 
new growth and blooming after 
the flush of fall flowering, 
according to the experts at All 
America Rose Selections Inc 
(AARS), an association of gar- 
den rose growers and introduc- 
ers. Hybrid teas, floribundas, 
grandifloras, miniatures, climbers 
and shrub Roses are all like 
children at bedtime, they resist 
settling down for their long win- 
ter's nap. The reluctance of 
roses to go dormant exposes 
new growth to drying winter 
winds, sudden freezes and possi- 
ble sub-zero temperatures. 

Don't Prune and Feed 
Too Late 


Don't stimulate a new growth 
spurt by pruning and feeding as 
the time for dormancy 
approaches. However, keep 
watering throughout autumn 
when the bushes are especially 
thirsty for moisture to get ready 
for the dry winter season. 

Incidentally, autumn is not 
the right time to transplant rose 
bushes to a new location unless 
absolutely necessary (such as 
heaven forbid, the power or 
phone company needs to dig a 
trench through your rosebed). 

The best time to transplant is 
early spring before the plants 
break dormancy and just begin 
to bud. If you must transplant 
during summer or fall, leave at 
least a 15 inch soil ball around 
the roots. Improve the soil at the 
new site with peat or compost if 
needed, mound soil around the 
crown and water well, the same 
as you would with a new rose 
plant you brought home from

the garden center. 

Winter Covering 

Those who live in an area 
where the mercury falls below 
freezing and stays there for 
quite awhile, will need winter 


covering. This should be done 
when the ground freezes solid, 
which generally means after 
several nights of temperatures 
in the neighborhood of 20 de- 
grees fahrenheit " 

Although some rosarians rec- 
ommend an insulating cover of 
leaf mulch or bark, the consen- 
sus of the pros at AARS is to 
mound black dirt around the 
base of each rose bush to a 
depth of about 12 iches. It's bet- 
ter not to use soil surrounding 
the plant for this purpose, 
because this risks accidentally 
exposing the rose's roots 
Bringing in fresh organic soil 
also adds topdressing for the fol- 
lowing spring.

The Paradise’s have enjoyed 
their home more than most! 
Over the past several years dur- 
ing their residence at 157 
Haverhill Street, North Reading, 
they have had the enjoyment of 
researching the history of their 
home. This week’s home is 
offered by Fitzgerald and 
Associates of No. Reading. 


They have enjoyed the privi- 
lege of trying to piece together 
bits of history. From the docu- 
ments available and talking to 
some of the “townees”, the 
Paradise’s have been able to dis- 
cover that the house was proba- 
bly moved to its present location 
in the mid-1800's. 


Trying to determine just how 
old the house is, is not an easy 
task. According to the town 
assessor's records the home was 
built around 1700. The Mass. 
Registry of Deeds records a sale 
in 1853 of a parcel of land that is 
now 157 Haverhill Street, but no 
building was included. Land 
costs were low in 1855 when 
John Hammond purchased the 
land for $100, and, in the 
American way, sold it in 1856

with “land and a dwelling 
house” to Lucius Beebe for $700. 

One of North Reading’s 
deceased local writers traced 
the property’s roots and from 
his estimations, the house was 
built by the Eaton family around 
1700. Leo Murphy, now deceased, 
published an article highlighting 
the history of some of the more 
notable settlers in North 
Reading during the 18th and 
19th centuries. 


According to Murphy, John 
Eaton and his wife, Hannah, 
moved to North Reading in 1691 
and took up residence in what is 
now the “Eisenhaure Farm” 
area, Somewhere around 1751, 
the Eaton descendants sold 52 
acres to newcomers Ephraim 
and Phoebe Pratt. The Eatons 
and Pratts, along with other 
neighbors, formed the North 
Reading Militia in the 1770's. 
Under the command of Captain 
John Brooks. (later Governor of 
Massachusetts from 1816 to 
1823), they were ariong the first 
Minutemen to fight the British 
in Concord on April 19, 1775. 

The Pratts sold their farm to 
Frederick Root and his wife, 
Sarah Flint (daughter of Colonel

Daniel Flint). Their son. 
George, born in 1820, became 
nationally acclaimed as a 
teacher, composer and publish- 
er. He became widely known for 
his compositions of Civil War 


songs, including “Tramp, 
Tramp, Tramp,” Just Before the 
Battle, Mother,” and “The 


Vacant Chair.” George Root 
inherited his father’s North 
Reading property just after the 
war. 


According to local sources, 
the Root family acquired their 
neighbor’s home, the original 
Eaton homestead, sometime 
between 1840 and 1860. George 
Root’s daughter, Clara Louise 
Burnham, was a noted au- 
thoress during the turn of the 
century. Mr. Root and his daugh- 
ter also collaborated on a num- 
ber of songs together, including 
“Snow White and the Seven 
Dwarfs” in 1888. Although 
Disney credits the Brothers 
Grimm for the storyline, Walt 
Disney Productions did pay roy- 
alties to George Roots’ estate 
when the movie was released. 

At some point, the Roots sold 
off the “Eaton Homestead” and 
it was moved to its present site 
at 157 Haverhill Street. 
Although, it’s difficult to sub- 
stantiate some of the informa- 
tion, the 10-room home does 
contain several features indica-

remote at best. People looking 
for $140,000 houses don’t buy in
